1. Applicant's Appeal Brief, filed on 5/19/2006, is not in compliance (defective) with 37

3) The Grouping of Claims section has been deleted from 37 CFR 41 .37 and should not 
be included. 

4) The APPENDIX A section should be directed to the claims involved in the appeal (see 
37 CFR 41.37 (c) (1) (viii)). Since only claim 3 is involved in the appeal, only claim 3 (written in 
independent form) should be included.
